County Concludes Record-lfreaking Year
For Highway Construction Activifies

“The fiscal year ending

June 30 shows a record-break-
ing program of highway con-
struction " activities through-
out the County ' during. the
past year,” Supervisor Bur-
ton ' W. Chace of the Board of
Supervisors’ Road Committee
reported today.

Commenting from the Los
Angeles County Road Depart-
ment’s Annual Highway Con-
tract Construction Summary
he noted the following statis-
tics for 'the period July -1,
1960 to June 30, 1961: 166
projects with a dollar value of
nearly 15 million were in pro-
gress, 109 new contracts
worth $88 million were
awarded, and 113 prejects
valued at $7,236,000 were
completed. Also, at the close
of this period, there were 53
highway construction projects
under way with a contract
value of $7,538,000.

Initiated as an_ anti-reces-
sion measure during the early
months of 1961, the rearrang-
ing and expediting of pro-
posed projects pushed County
Road Department highway
construction accomplishments
to an all-time high. “This ex-
panded level of construction
activity,” Supervisor Chace
commented, ‘‘represented mil-
lions of dollars poured into
the purchase of materials, in-
cluding cement, rock, sand,
steel, electrical fixtures, signs
and other equipment,”

COOPERATING

This array of highway con-
tract construction work com-
prised such varied projects as

Bridge ‘and roadway construc-
tion," grade separations and
traffic signal and lighting in-
stallations, ‘Publie agencies
cooperating with thé-County
Road Department in achiev-
ing this augmented construe-

tion program to effectively in-|

tegrate the County System of
Highways, include the Coun-
ty Flood Control district,
State Division of Highways,
U.S. Army Corps of Engi-
neers, the County Engineer,
and the incorporated cities in
the County.

“In meeting the highway
problems created by our evers
growing population and the
resulting increase in the niim-
ber of motor vehicles on the
County Highway System,
County Road Commissioner
N. H. Templin reports that
plans for cash contract proj-
ects with a total estimated
value excéeding $12 million
were completed during the
1960-61 fiscal year by the
County Road Department,”
continued Supervisor Chace.

To aid the 71 cities of our
County with their highway
problems, the Board of Super-
visors has allocated funds for
road ~ improvement projects
and maintenance work within
the' corporate areas. This po-
licy accounted for the commit-
ment of almost $13 million to
provide financial assistance
to the cities of our County
from the Road Department’s
1960-61 allotment of motor ve-
hicle funds.

EMPHASIS

The further emphasize the

| magnitude of this highway
construction program, Super-
visor Chace pointed out that,
completed in December, was
the $347,000 project on Palos
Verdes Drive North, from
Western to Narbonne Ave-
nues, in the Fourth District.

An estimated half billion
dollars would be required to
correct  existing deficiencies
in the city and County high-
way systems. “Realizing this,
the Board of Supervisors and
County Road Department are
coordinating local ‘highway
facilities into a regional trans-
portation system,” Supervi-
|sor Chace remarked. “The
leontinual improvement of ar-
terial highways from the de-
|sert to the sea, in accordance
|with the Master Plan, will
assure County residents con-
tinuance of their economie
and social life in years to
come,” he concluded.
